President Weeks’ Recommendations. 

Iam firmly of the opinion that much money 
can be saved, and equally as good service 
rendered, were two of the three propagating 
houses now being maintained abandoned. 
By enlarging one of the present houses 
slightly it would be found sufficient in 
which to do all propagating for the entire 
system. 

I also recommend that no further additions 
be made to the lakes, believing we have suffi- 
cient area now set apart for that purpose, 
I would also suggest the appropriateness 


, of having all buildings which we may here- 


after construct in our parks of low stature. 

I also recommend that in the spring the 
boulevards be divided into sections of equal 
distances, and a foreman placed in charge 
of each section, and each be given the same 
humber of men to maintain the boulevard 
over which he may have supervision: a too! 
box, made of boiler iron or similar material, 
so that it cannot be broken into or easily 
destroyed to be provided for each section, in 
which the implements used on the boulevard 
will be kept, the foreman to check them out 
in the morning and see that they are re- 
turned in good order at night, and the fore- 
man to be held responsible for all tools fur- 
nished him for his men, and also responsible 
for any defects that may be found to exist 
within his territory. 

IT also desire to recommend that the engi- 
neers be directed to immediately prepare 
plans for a water supply system in Douglas 
and Humboldt Parks, for the purpose of en- 
abling us to maintain the lawns in a proper 
manner. 

Considerable agitation was recently 
created among the residents of our side of 
the city when attempts were being made by 
the street railway companies to obtain a 
franchise for tracks on Jac n -street, 
east of Halsted street. Med¢tings were 
held by’ our various organizations to 
protest against the street bcing taken 
for street railway purposes, and urg- 
ing the advisability of making the street a 
boulevard so that they might have direct 
boulevard connection with the center of the 
city. As a citizen and as a member of this 
beard I was very much impressed with this 
proposition, believing that if given up for 
boulevard purposes it would not only have a 
tendency beneficial to our side of the city 
but would be appreciated by all as a valuable 
acquisition to our park system. 


ROB HIGHLAND PARK POSTOFFICE. 
Burgliars Blew Open Safe and Secure 
$2,200 in Money and Stamps. 

At an early hour yesterday morning safe- 
blowers entered the Highland Park post- 
office and stole $1,700 worth of stamps, post- 
al cards, and stamped envelopes and $500 
in currency and silver. There is no clew to 
their identity. 

The postoffice is in a one-story brick build- 
ing on St. Johns avenue, the main street. 
There are two rooms, the front one being 
used as the receiving and distributing room 
and the rear asa storage room. Last week 
roofers at work on the building left a long 
jadder in the rear yard. This afforded easy 
access to the place. The robbers climbed 
to the roof and drew the ladder after them. 
Then, prying open the skylight, they des- 
cended into the rear room. ‘ 

Létters were found strewn over the floor. 
Every one had been torn open, and if any 
contained money it was taken. 

Then work was commenced on the safe. 
They drilled a hole over the combination, 
and whatever explosive was used proved 
effectual, for the right hand door was blown 
from its hinges and the interior was shat- 
tered. 

Postmaster W. B. Brand thinks the rob- 
bery was committed between 1 and 2 o’clock. 
On the floor a key was picked up which was 
left by the robbers. It was one used in 
opening mail pouches, but did not belong to 
the Highland Park office. This leads Mr. 
Brand to believe the men had been connect- 
ed with other postoffice robberies. 

“The robbery does not surprise me,” said 
Inspector Stuart of the postal service yes- 
terday. “It was undoubtedly the work of 
the same gang that broke into the Harvey 
office last week. I have sent out an in- 
spector to examine and report. The prox- 
imity of the postoffices robbed to Chicago 
makes it difficult fo frack the men. They 
can slip out of the city and back again before 
daylight with their booty. Postmasters 
within striking distance will undoubtedly 
take warning from these two robberies to 


exercise unusual vigilance in guarding their 
money and stamps. As in the case of the 
Harvey robbery, the postmaster at High- 
land Park can reimbursed by act of Con- 
gress if the investigation shows he ad 
taken due care to secure his stamps and

Hospital Crowd. 

“Those of you who are kicking hospital 
doctors are kicking because you are out. 
All this talk about charity is bosh,” was the 
‘way Dr. John Ridlon summed up the dis- 
cussion of the Physicians’ club last night 
on the subject of “Scientific Charities.”” It 
was the regular monthly meeting of the 
club held at the Wellington Hotel. 

After the dinner, which was served at 
6:30 o’clock, Dr. Bayard Holmes and Philip 
W. Ayres, the Secretary of the Bureau of 
Charities, made the principal speeches of 
the evening, in which they advocated the 
adoption in Chicago of the plan of medical 
relief work followed in Brooklyn. 

The speakers, while admitting hospitals 
helped the poor, declared there were far 
different and better methods of medical 


work among the poor. 

Other speakers followed along the same 
line, and then Dr. Ridlon spoke. “Those of 
aoe who are kicking at hospital doctors are 

icking because you are out. And we who 
are in. are kicking when you try to get. in. 
Medical charity cannot be distributed in 
the way ninety-nine people out of every 
‘hundred want it to be. It’s got to be 
distributed in the manner in which the poor 
will receive it. Besides, the poor are not 
those who are most deserving of commis- 
eration. The people most to be pitied are 
the rich. 

Looking Out for No. 1. 

“T am not in the practice of my profession 
for the benefit of the poor, and neither are 
you. This talk about how we can best help 
charity is bosh. The object of every man 
here is to get ahead of the rest of the crowd. 
‘“hat’s why you who are out of hospitals 
want either to get in or if not then to inau- 
gurate some other plan.”’ 

Dr. W. Franklin Coleman got the floor as 
soon as Dr. Ridlon had finished and said: 
“A medical man should have nothing to do 
with supporting a hospital or similar insti- 
tion gratis. We ought to be paid. We have 
an aim higher than charity.” 

Other speakers followed, some speaking for 
and others against the Brooklyn plan. 

The discussion was opened by the Chair- 
man, Dr. Edwurd L. Holmes, who spoke of 
the. color-blindness of the majority of the 
people who look for wretchedness and pover- 
ty. Prof. Taylor of the Chicago University 
said: “The primary source of dependence is 
the fault of economic and industrial condi- 
tions. In regard to poverty I believe much 
of the guilt lies at the door of municipal 
charity.” ' 

Diagnosing a Disease. 

Dr. Bayard Holmes was then introduced 
and said in closing: ‘‘Charity almsgiving is 
an opiate now much used in treating human- 
ity for a disease from which it suffers. This 
disease is known as competitive production, 
The three humors of this disease are cent, 
interest, and profit. These humors are pro- 
duced by a parasite known as special priv- 
llege. When the disease reaches its height 
it is marked by a blush of idleness, poverty, 
and misery, which is soon followed by an 
eruption of benevolent societies, asylums, 
hospitals, institutions, dispensaries, jails, 
and pegitentiaries. In the treatment of this 
disease narcotics are dangerous; almsgiving, 
suppression of facts, and refusal to investi- 
gate have all proved fatal. These and all 
other methods of sympathetic treatment 
should be abandoned and the Rarasite should 
be attacked with the knife."’ 

The committee of the club appointed to co- 
operate with the bureau of charities of the 
Civic Federation presented.the following re- 


port: 

“Our first study of the subject of scientific 
charity prepares us to make the following 
recommendations: 

“First—That each member of the Phys- 
icians’ club shal] cotjperate actively with the 
Bureau of Charities in tts work and as pre- 
liminary thereto, that he shall become a 
member of that organization, which he may 
do by the payment of $5. 

*“Second—That we shall consider the advis- 
ability of taking such steps as shall lead 
to the reorganization of the outdoor medical 
relief work in Chicago on the lines followed 
by Brooklyn. 


be taken to register all patients receiving 
treatment in the various hospitals of Chi- 
cago, and also that all dispensary patients 
be registered, and by active cojperation with 
the Bureau of Charities an honest, effort be 
made to exclude the unworthy well-to-do 
from our dispensaries and clinics.”’ 


Hew Brooklyn Does It. 

This was followed by Dr. Philip W. Ayers’ 
speech in regard to the Brooklyn plan, which 
ealled forth the responses of the hospital 
doctors, Dr. Ayers spoke at length on the 
subject of organized charity, and explained 
medical work among the poor in Brooklyn 
and Philadelphia. In those wities doctors 
give at the beginning of each year a state- 
ment to the Bureau of Charities of the 
amount of medical services which they will 
render gratis. Poor patients are then as- 
signed to them until they have rendered 
services to the value pledged. This was 
the plan advocated for Chicago, which wouid 
do much of the work now done by the hos- 
pitals. 

The society voted to postpone action o 
the committee’s report.

CONGRESSMAN ALDRICH EXPLAINS. 
Voting 


Reasons for Republicans 
Against the Bond Bill. 

Representative J. Frank Aldrich said yes- 
terday in explanation of the forty or more 
Republican votes cast against the bond bill: 

“There were several reasons for the votes 
of these Representatives. ‘Seven of them 
were from Ohio and seven from Illinois. All 
were from the country districts. They ex-~ 
plained to us how evilly the words “bond 
issue’ smelied in the nostrils of country con- 
stituents.

THE DYING YEAR OF 1895. 
On this least day of 1895, anticipating 


the detailed statements of its happenings 


' which will be printed as usual in Tum Trrs- 


uns of Jan. 1, 1896, it will be of interest to 
glance briefly at what the dying year has 
brought to this world in the way of mis- 
fortune as well as of benefaction, especial- 
ly ‘as compared with its predecessor, 1894. 

Fortunately 1895 has not been as prolific 
in ers as 1894. The record of losses 
of life by. shipwreck, for instance, aggre- 
gate only 4,250, as compared with 6,881 in 
1894. The railroads of this country have 
killed 8,600 persons, as compared with 3,648 
in 1894. In the general record of fatalities, 
such as those by drowning, fire, mines, ex- 
plosions, cyclones, lightning, etc., both at 
home and abroad, the aggregate is 23,004, 
as compared with 28,719 in 1894. The loss 
by fires in the United States for 1895 was 
$131,578,206, as compared with $115,590.- 
842 in 1894. The loss of life by epidemics 
has fallen off nearly one-half, the total be- 
ing 79,461, as compared with 179,910 in 
1894, the most of this loss having been oc- 
casioned by cholera in Rtssix, Japan, 
China, and India. On the other hand the 
loss of life in battle has been nearly twice 
that of 1894, being 157,936, as compared 
with 82,570. The increase is mainly ac- 
counted for by the fatalities in the closing 
weeks of the war between Japan and China, 
the uprising of the Cuban patriots, the 
numerous; revolutions in South America, 
and the horrible atrocities practiced upon the 
helpless Armenians by the unspeakab): 
Turks, for which no indemnity has yet been 
made, owing-to the selfishness and jealous- 
ies of the European treaty powers. 

The blackest feature of the year is the 
alarming increase of suicides and murders— 
an increase out of all proportion to the nat- 
ural increase of population. In 1894 there 
were 4,912 reported cases of suicide in the 
United States; in 1895 there were 5,759, an 
increase of 847. For the last ten years sui- 
cides have increased at an average rate of 
nearly 1,000 a year. Murder is increasing 
at a still more rapid and alarmingrate. In 
1894 there were 9,800 murders reported 
and 10,500 in 1895, an increase of 700. ° It 
is an unusual coincidence that the sanie 
number of criminals was hanged in 185 
. and 1894, 132 in each year. The lynchings, 
-on the other hand, show a gratifying de- 
crease, there having been 171 in 1895, as 
compared with 194 in 1894. It goes with- 
out saying that the great majority of vic- 
tims of Judge Lynch were negroes in the 
Southern States, and it is an additional 
disgrace ‘to that section that there were 
several women among them. But under 
the influences of a healthier condition of 
public sentiment and the repressive action 
of several of the Southern Governors and 
Legislatures there is unquestionably a de- 
termination in many parts of the South to 
set the wheels of justice in better running 
order and to minimize the dreadful] evils of 
mob violence, EXxmbesgloments and yicla- 
tions of financla] trusts may be classed in 
this general category of crime, It is most 
gratifying to observe, however, that this

‘Turhing from this black record of human 
weakness and dishonesty it is gratifying 
to contemplate the results of human geun- 
erosity and philanthropy.

967,116 in 1804. This is the way a good 
deed shines in this naughty world.

BUSINESS-MEN IN THE COUNCIL. 

The Mayor urged the President of the 
Civic Federation, Mr. Baker, to induce that 
organization to make a serious effort to 
send to the Council at the next election 
half a dozen prominent business-men to help 
hold, up his hands and assist him in giving 
the city a good administration. Yester- 
day's Trrpune had a large number of in- 
terviews with prominent citizens who were 
asked what they thought of; this method 
of improving the personnel of the Council. 
The clearest and best reply was the one 
made by Lyman J. Gage. Said he: 

Business-men have not the time to attend to 
other people’s business; if they had they would 
not be business-men. I would willingly go into 
the Council if elected, provided all there was to 
it would be the attendance fifty-two nights in the 
year at the sessions of that body. But it means 
@ vast deal more than that if one does his duty 
to the city. There are a multiplicity of commit- 
tee meetings, and to be of service the Alderman 
must attend them. Then there are municipal 
problems to be studied, and the method of their 
solving means ‘the good or ill of the people. I 
could not take the office of Alderman conscien- 
tiously, for I could not give the time to the city 
that I ought. I am, so to speak, the key of a 
great business concern, and my duty to those 
whose interests are there involved requires I 
serve them with my time as well as with what 
business ability I may be supposed to possess. 
You ask me what will induce business-men to be- 
come Aldermen. If you mean by business-men 
those who have become known in the community 
as men of large affairs, there can nothing in- 
duce them to enter the Council. There’ is too 
much involved in their separation from their own 
business. 

The case could not be stated more con- 
cisely. The head of a great concern, 
whether it be a bank, a railroad, a mercan- 
tile establishment, or a manufactory, has 
all he can do to look after his own interests 
and those of shareholders or partners, for 
there is a limit to humaneffort. If he gives 
to an Aldermanic office the time and atten- 
tion it deserves then he musét neglect his 
vast regular business and the consequences 
will be disastrous, or injurious at least, to 
himself and many others owning it or em- 
ployed by it. 

Every one would laugh at a proposition 
that the head of a bank spend his spare time 
in running a railroad or managing the af- 
fairs of a big wholesale store or a great 
manufacturing business, It is equally ab- 
surd to call on a person who has charge of 
some great public or private undertaking 
to devote himself actively to the details or 
solution of municipal problems and the 
management of the public finances of a 
great city. i 

Dr. Ben Franklin said that the men who 
manage the industrial affairs of a country 
always will be superior in ability to those 
who look after public affairs.. He said 
that the people cannot get those better men 
to serve them, and that it would be worse 
for the country if they could. 

It is easy to see that if all the great busi- 
ness organizers of Chicago, whether mer- 
chants, manufacturers, railroad Presidents. 
or bankers, had to leave vocations which 
they have shown they are the best qualified 
men to fill the probabilities are that their 
places would be taken by men inferior to 
them. For there is no great supply of able 
“Captains of Industry ”’ in reserve to meet 
sudden demands. 

If the percentage of ability at the bar 
and in Congress is not as high as it was it 
is becanse business enterprises occupy the 
time of able men who a century ago would 
have been lawyers and legislators. Those 
men will not go to Congress. Still less can 
they be expected to go to the Council.

MAINTAINING THE GOLD RESERVE. 

It already has been stated in Tap Tr1v- 
‘Une that the arrangements for the coming 
100 million bond issue are understood to in- 
clude an agreement that the banks which 
compose the New York Clearing-House 
system will codperate with the government 
in a way similar to that by which the flow 
of gold out of their respective countries is 
controlled by the banks of England, France, 
and St. Petersburg. The method of control 
is a raising or lowering of the rates to be 
paid for the use of money, on the theory 
that money capital tends to flow towards 
those places where it will yield the largest 
income, and does this as naturally as water 
tends to run down hill or air into a vacuum. 
It is evident that some such arrangement 
must be made unless we are to witness a 
continued drain of gold from this country 
to Europe or are able to institute a radical 
reform in business with the peoples of 
other lands by increasing our exports, di- 
minishing our imports, or otherwise spend- 
ing less money abroad and earning more at 
home. 

The Treasury statistics show that for 
the twelve months ending with last August, 
that being the first complete year under the 
operation of the present Wilson-Gorman 
law tariff, our exports were only 643 miil- 
ions of dollars, while our imports of mer- 
chandise exceeded our exports of produce 
and other merchandise by nearly 116 mill- 
ion dollars. 

But the tabulated value ef 759 millions 
for the imports is that claimed for the goods 
at the foreign ports of shipment, and does 
not include undervaluations there, or the 
cost of ocean transportation in foreign bot- 
toms to our shores. The latter amounts to 
at least 25 millions, and it is notorious that 
the new tariff with its ad valorems offers 
increased temptations to undervalue the 
foreign cost of the goods for the purpose of 
dishonestly reducing the ‘“‘ad valorem” 
duties to as low a figuré as possible, while 
the value of our exports is not understated 
by a single cent. Here is an annual trade 
balance against us of fully 150 millions, 
besides the tens of millions that are spent 
abroad each year by American tourists on 
“ summer junkets,” and the money that has 
to be sent across the Atlantic to Europe to 
pay interest and dividends on bonds, mort- 
gages, and other investments in American 
properties and securities. \ 

The most conservative estimates place 
the sum of these other items, including 
ocean freightage on our imports, at 145 
millions, so that an adverse trade balance 
of 116 millions raises the annual total to 
more than 260 millions, without allowing 
anything for fraudulent foreign undervalu- 
ations of our imports. 

This vast sum must be paid somehow, 
and if in silver it would have to be at the 
bullion value of that metal, for that is all 
the foreign sellers of goods would allow 
us for it. The debt has to be paid on the 
gold basis, and if not in gold or products, 
or silver at its London bullion value, it has 
to be by direct borrowing or the sale of our 
securities abroad, either of which means 
the future payment of . interest as 
well as the principal. If the value 
of investments here is discredited ow- 
ing to fears of a slump to the silver 
basis, the foreigners will demand the gold 
and keep up the drain, no matter how large 
a provision we may make for meeting it. 
But if the action of the national banks is 
sufficient to reéstablish foreign confidence, 
that gold redemption will be maintained, 
and if they can harmoniously work together 
to raise the rates of interest when that is 
deemed advisable to counteract an unusual 
pressure for gold to export, we can feel safe 
while proceeding to take measures to reduce 
the annual balance of trade against us, 
which has been swelled to an enormous and 
dangerous magnitude by Democratic tariff 
folly. 

The supposed relative smallness of the 
stocks of gold, public and private, which 
are immediately available is no impedi- 
ment to the success of the bank’s new plan. 
Those stocks would increase instead of di- 
minishing, if once it were understood in 
Eurdpe that our lading financial institu- 
tions had determined to put their shoulders 
to the wheel and keep them there to the 
full extent necessary to a maintenance of 
the present standard of money values and 
a full honoring of all obligations. Rates 
of interest normally are so much higher 
here than in any of the civilized countries 
of Europe that the money capitalists of 
those lands would be only too glad to place 
additional untold millions of their gold at 
our disposal if they were assured there was 
no doubt of their getting back principal and 
interest in full worth money, the same as 
that’ which was lent or invested by them 
here. 2

Terrific pressure is being brought to bear 
upon some of the trustees by leaders in both 
parties. There were interesting develop- 
ments in the situation yesterday. It was 
said Ald. Martin B. Madden on the one side 
and Thomas Gahan on the other are be- 
hind the plot to oust Mr. Randolph. Of 
course they are doing it through the work 
of others. They remain in the background 
and stoutly protest against all accusations 
connecting them with the matter. 

Political reasons are the only . reasons 
publicly advanced as an excuse for making 
a change. But it is not likely Democrats 
would be so deéply interested, knowing as 
they do that if Mr. Randolph goes out a 
Republican will certainly go in if politics 


was the only excuse. Trustees Kelly and , 


Smyth, two of the Democratic members of 
the board, would not, as they are doing, 
be straining every effort to land D. C. Dun- 
ae © red-hot Republican, in Mr. Randolph's 
sea 

From all that could be learned the con- 
ditions of things yesterday was this: 
So far as candidates are concerned the fight 
has narrowed down to two—Randolph and 
Dunlop—with Randolph in the lead. Trustee 
Kelly is leading the campaign for Dunlop 
and has, according to count, secured the 
promised support of Trustees Boldenweck 
and — Republicans, and Smyth, Dem- 
ocratic. 


Hustling for One Vote. 


This leaves him one vote short of enough 
to elect. The pressure, therefore, for that 
lacking vote is now being brought to bear 
by both Republican and Democratic in- 
fluences upon Trustees Mallette and Jones. 
But up to a late hour last evening it had 
not succeeded in bringing either of them 
into the ring. And the indications were it 
would not succeed. Both declared they 
could never be induced to cast votes to 
displace Randolph with Dunlop. They did 
not want to be understood in that connec- 
tion, however, as saying they were particu- 
larly anxious to retain Randolph. In fact 
it is known Mr. Jones would like to see W. 
H, McHarg made the chief engineer, and, 
it is understood, virtually promised Mr. 
Harg’s friends, when he was in the racea 
few days ago, to support him, It was re- 


ported, and the report came from reliable. 


sources, that McHarg also had the pledged 
support of Trustee Boldenweck. But it ap- 
pears Mr. McHarg’s chances were never 
what might be called flattering, and that 
is why, so one or two of his friends thought 


weck's name on their list. 

Mr. Boldenweck denied his vote was 
promised to anybody, and asserted that 
nothing at all would be done in the matter 
by the Republican members unless they 
first agree to it in caucus. Others declared 
a caucus could not be had now becauseithe 
Republicans are too widely apart in their 
views. 

Change at Present Inadvisable. 


Eckhart and Carter announced themselves 
unqualifiedly opposed to changing the en- 
gineer at present. They might favor such 
a move later on. Both said it would result in 
a heavy loss of money to the district to do 
anything risky or experimental at this stage. 
As between Randolph and Dunlop, they will 
stand by Randolph. Trustee Wenter is also 
with Randolph, thus giving him the assurc: 
support of five out of nine Trustees. They 
are Eckhart, Carter, Mallette, Wenter, and 
Jones. 

Still, Eckhart is not particularly set in his 
desire to keep Randolph any great length of 
time. At least such is the impression one 
gathers about the board rooms and office~. 
in fact, it is common talk he wants to sea 
Assistant Chief Engineer Johnson promoted 
to the first place when a change is made. 
and in this desire he has the sympathies of 
Trustee Carter. Rather than take a new 
man, though, they prefer to have Randolph 
stay. It is charged their scheme is to carry 
Randolph along until spring, then quiet'y 
let him out and elevate Jéhnson. Just where 
Trustee Maliette stands, except the fact he 
is strong against Dunlop, seems to be some- 
what problematical. 

Hints of « Dork Horse. 


A dark horse is hinted afta 
proper moment arrives it is leved Mr. 
Mallette will trot him ott. Fremont Hill, 
an assistant in the City Engineer's office a 
few years ago, appears to be the so-called 
“dark horse.” Although not heretofore 
mentioned Mr. Hill has been a candidate.all 
along, and his backers have been led to be- 
lieve he stood a splendid show of being se- 
lected. Dan D. Healy is one of his backers, 
and Mr. Healy said last evening he had un- 
derstood the young man’s chances were ex- 
tremely good. 

The politicians who are after Randolph's 
scalp apparently do not care so much who 
is chosen, yet they are throwing their 
strength to Dunlop. 

Thomas Gahan is senior member of the 
firm of Gahan & Burnes, contractors, and 
also Chairman of the Democratic machine. 
His firm has a big contract on the canal. 
Along last fall they had some trouble with 
Chief Engineer Randolph because he insist- 
ed upon their living up to the terms of their 
contract. It seems to have been over the re- 
moval of some dirt, a comparatively small 
matter, but sufficient to inctr their opposi- 
tion. Trustee Kelly is in pretty close touch 
with the head of the Democratic machine. 
About the same time that he aroused this 
firm of contractors Mr. Randolph also 
bumped up against the Western Stone com- 
pany, of which. Ald. 
dent. That accounts for his solicitations 
in the chief engineership. The questican 
may be settled when the board meets next 
week, and it may not. 

With reference to the office of Chief of 
Police it has practically been decided to give 
the place to E. C. Cohen, Patrol Sergeant of 
the district.

Strong Reseclutions. 

It did not take the four committeemen long 
to decide they were opposed to W. T. Baker, 
and they at once set about drawing up a set 
of resdlutions censuring both the Civic Fed- 
eration and its President, 

The resolutions were strongly worded and 
did not mince matters. They were long, and 
their composition took some time. When 
they were finished the committee started out 
to get them typewritten, intending t6 have 
them presented at the meeting of the City 
Connell. onient they supposed was to take 
place last n , 

Meanwhile Secretary Easley had been 
hunting for the committee. President. 
Baker, judging from the remarks reported 
as made at the meeting of the Trades and 
Labor Assembly on Sunday what the tenor 
of the resolutions might be, decided it 
would be well to explain his words. After 
an hour’s search Mr. Easley located the com- 
mittee, and.after much persuasion induced 
them to arrange a meeting at which Mr. 
Baker could have a hearing. 

At the Conference. } 


The three committeemen went to the Civic 
Federation headquarters and for an hour 
and a half were closeted with President Ba- 
ker. His speech, sentence by sentence, was 
taken up and discussed, With many of his 
remarks the committee agreed, but when 
he said the police were overpaid and the 
hours of labor were too short the committee 
told him flatly he was wrong. 

Mr. Baker insisted he had no idea of at- 
tacking the eight-hour law nor of advocating 
a general reduction of wages. The duties of 
the police were explained to him at length 
and he admitted he had no idea they had 
such work to do. 

“If I was to deliver that speech over 
again,”’ he admitted, finally, “I would ex- 
press myself differently, or at least more 
fully. I did not know a policeman had to 
lose part of his sleep to appear in court 
against his prisoner. If that is the case 
they should be paid for the work they do 
overtime.”’ 

Then he explained his remarks were aimed 
at the politicians who don’t do more than an 
hour’s work each day, yet draw as much 

y as the man who works eight hours. 
Continuing he told the committee of some of 
the work of investigation the Civic Federa- 
tion had done in the Police Department and 
what kind of men wore the police uniform. 


Some Poor Policemen.

After the resolution had been passed and 
all the great committees were reorganized 
on Republican lines, Senator Gorman un- 
dertook, with his usual ability for prac- 
tical politics, to put the Republicans in a 
hole. He and the other Democratic leaders 
had in fact given up their control of the 
committees with rather bad grace. 

He wished to make it appear tat as the 
Republicans had assumed to reorganize the 
committees they could be held responsible 
for whatever the Senate did ‘or did not do 
during the entire term of the Fifty-fourth 
Congress. His statements, as is often the 
case with the accomplished Maryland boss, 
were skillfully contrived to put the Repub- 
licans in a bad light before the people. 

Gorman would have succeeded to some ex- 
tent had it. not been for the impetuosity of 
old Senator Harris of Tennessee, who hates 
a Populist worse than he does a Republican, 
and accordingly wished to make the third 
party men bear their full share of the re- 
sponsibility. He stirred up a hornet’s nest 
when he brought out the fact that the Pop- 
ulists by d¢clining to vote at all had in 
effect played in the hands of the Reptb- 
licans.
